Many important research and in 
atrument developing projecia ; di- 
rectly concerned with the pulp, 
paper and forestry industries in 
Canada are presently being under 
taken by the Pulp and Paper Re 
search Instiltite of Canada situated 
on McGlll's lower campus next to 
University Street. 

The rrirarch eitabiishment'a 
contribution in men, nuchlnea, 
and methods have helped to re- 
duce costa. Increase . production, 
save raw' materials and ellinlniite 
WMte. Its ranife of Interests cbv- 
era every product derived from 
cellulose, the fibres of wood, and 
every subject pertaining titereto; 
from silviruiture to printing, 
from building materials to trans- 
parent paper, and from textll«s to 
explosives. 

JOINTLY FINANCED 
Jointly financed by McGlll Uni- 
voralty, the federal government and 
Ihc industry itself, the Institute is 
under the directorship of Dr. Otto 
Mnass, chalrmaii of the' chemistry 
depai;tmcnt, who also directs the 
work done in the physical chemis- 
try division of the research enter- 
prise. 

In charge of the divisions under 
Dr. Maau are Dr. Boyd Campbc 
technical research division; Dr 

Piirvcs, organic chemistry dlvijl- 
loii; 'and Dr. A. M. Koroleff, dire 
lor of woodlands ivscarch. Tlic 
secretary - engineer of the tccH- 
nical section of the Canadian Pulp 
and Paper Afisociation, Douglas 
Jones, is also housed at the Institute 
and il available for consultation on 
industrial research problems. 

"A double purpose of research 
work accomplished will have a 
bearing on the forest products for 
uses in the pulp and paper indus- 
try also, valuable training is 'given 
to the graduate students who 'will 
go out to work in the" industry 
llself."

Is available which caVries a host of 
texts that treats,' in deUli, all 
aspects of the pulp and paper Indus- 
try as well as chemistry and other 
allied subjects. This unit of the 
Institute operates on . an inter- 
library, basis loaning references to

parties. The library Is staffed with 
a graduate from the library and is

An interesting roSnS^off^the third 
floor contains the electronic con- 
trivances which have .been devel- 
oped and employed over a period of 
15 years Whjla studying the pdlnt- 
ability of paper.; , One . Inijruipent 
dotermiive how UmmxUçnlytm 
behave as a receptîSl^SPâWerrtl 
types of prhjtlng Injw. "Another ap. 
pllance coiint» the' dirt appearing 
on the paper. .This Is an electronic 
measuring device which registers 
the frequency of'lmpurlUei in a 
sheet of paper. OUjer tests give a 
numerical measurement of the 
smoothness of paper, surfaces. ' 

A narrow, sleep staircase leads 
up to the attic of the. building 
where an fnslrument repair shop is 
situated. It conlaini a lathe, shaper, 
electric drills and several manual 
tools. 

The frceneu tester Is one of 



the many instruments, developed 
at the Institute. ;Freeness con- 
cerns the ability of water todra|n 
•way quickly from the wood pulp 
mixture; therefore, the , tester 
helps lo control the operating con- 
ditions in the production of pi^lp, 
and to ensure uniformity of ita 
most important qualities. All 
other leolinologloal developments 
of like nature must be standard- 
Ixed with this tester. Alihough It 
represents an Investment of thou- 
sands of dollars, the apparatus 
has already saved or brought in 
a revenue of mlllloiu. 
A constant conditioning room has 
been construclcd In Iho basement 
to regulate temperature and humid- 
ity; Thb is significant since dif- 
ferent degrees of heat and moisture 
will affect various properties of 
the paper being tested. 

In this department, instrunjents 
are contained ' which determfhe 
many of these characteriitlci, for 
example: the strenslh needed to 
tear the paper Is gauged; another 
test includes measurement of the 
tensile strengtit by stretching; one 
mechanism counts the number of 
times à - sheet) can be folded be- 
fore It Is weakened, while yet nh- 
othen. delermjnes the 'point where 
a piece of li&pcr w^ll burst when 
clarfiped In' |i special holding ar- 
ranRcmcnt ahd an expanding air- 
balloon Is aiibwed to press' against 

The greater part of the basement 
hcflds tlK machine that transform 
the natural wood product into the 
finished good — paper. The equip- 
ment is a miniature of that used in 
industry. A good deal of this ma-i 
chlnery comprises the mill which 
Includes grinders, chippcrs,, beat- 
ers and digesters.
